The first day of Ramadan begins when 
the new moon of this month is sighted. 
We must remember that, according to the 
Islamic calendars new moon marks the 



beginning of a new Islamic month. 
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We start the month by offering the 
Tarawih prayer, which is offered straight after 
the Isha prayer. 
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This is arvoptional prayer and you do not have 
to offer it; however, we must remember fhat^, 
Ramadan is a month of many opportunities, 
and one of the opportunities of gaining lots of 
rewards from Allah is by offering the * 
Tarawih prayer..

Whenever the Prophet { >s) would go and teach 
people the truth about Islam, Abu Lahab would 
follow him and say to him that if what the 
Prophet ( ?s) was saying was true, then he 
would give up his wife, children and wealth on 
the Day of Judgement, so he could be forgiven 
and not punished. 



However, Allah says in the Surah 

that neither Abu Lahab's family nor his wealth 

will be of benefit to him.
